GALLINGER WITHDRAWS DE- 
MAND FOR RECONSIDERATION. 


The Measure Now Has Fair Sailing Be- 
fore It in the Senate, and Will 
Be Pushed in the 
House.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Senator Gal- 
linger this morning withdrew his demand 
for a reconsideration of the vote by which 
the Cockrell amendment was added to the 
sundry civil bill. In doing so he excoriated 
Senator Allison of Iowa, chairman of the 
committee on appropriations, because he re- 
fused to jet Mr. Gallinger add an amend- 
ment giving $500,000 to the Oriental trade 
commission, Senator Allison reported show- 
ing that nothing had been added to the Dill 
unlees there was Breat necessity for it. 

Then Senator Morgan gave notice that 
be would insist upon a separate vote in the 
senate upon the world’s fair amendment 
on its final passage. This means that there 
will have to be a yea and nay vote upon 
the fair bill before it can become a part of 
the sundry civil bil. Génator Morgah’'s ac- 
tion was unexpected, but it is explained on 
the ground that he resents Missoufi’s at- 
titude towards the Nicaraguan — bill, 
and seeks this method of showing /h:s re- 
sentment. | 

In the course of the debate this after- 
moon Senator Hale.of Maine asked Presi- 
dent Frye if it would not be possible for | 
the House 'o make a point of order a ainst | 
the administration giving St. Louis $6,000,- 
000 for the Louisiana Purchase Fair. To 
this Mr, Frye replied that he would have 
to take the matter under consideration be- 
fore answering. 

Senator Lodge, who was exasperated by 
the attack made by Senator Jones of Ar- 
kansas upon the extravagance of Commis- 
sioner-General Peck at aris, urged the 
Senate to reflect before it gave $5,000,000 for 
the St. Louis Fair without any restrictions. 

The debate .ihroughout the day was fre- 
quently acrimonious and as it bore directly 
upon the chances of the Worid’s Fair ap- 
propriation, it was followed with close at- 
tention by Messrs. Francis, Cobb and Spen- 


oer.

NO SATISFACTION GIVEN. 


Members of the Posse, After Being 
Sworn in by the Sheriff, Are Off 
Duty Until They Shall Be 
Called for by the 
Police. 


Many Jawyers who have studied the law 
Telating to the power of che'sheriff to com- 
pel citizens to serve on the special force 
of deputies which he is organizing, believe 
the sheriff is not organizing a posse comi- 
tatus, but is forming meérely a force of spe- 
cial deputies. 

Under this interpretation of the 
some.of those summoned failed to obey the 


law, 


summons of the sheriff. 

These citizens are not refusing to obey 
because they object to serving on a posse 
comitatus. They deny that the sheriff is 
calling the posse comitatus, claiming that 
he is organizing only a force of deputies. 
They believe that the effect of the so- 
called summons is that of a mere appoint- 
ment as deputy sheriff and they decline the 
appcintment. 

Their wnodle contention rests upon the le- 
gal interpretation of the term posse comi- 
tatus. They believe that a posse comitatus 
is a force of citizens called upon by’ the 
sheriff or 
progress of a riot or an unlawful assem- 


other public officer during the 


blage to assiat in preserving the peace; 


that the summons must come on the spot, 
during an actual riot. 
This contention is based cn the last clause 


of Section 2:32, Revised Statutes, 1899. Sec- 
tion 2132 says that during a riot or unlaw- 
ful assembly, it is the duty of all public 
officers to “emmand those so assembled to 
disperse and to “‘commanda all bystanders 
or spectators to aid and assist in making 
such arrests.”’ 

This, it is claimed, is a posse comitatus. 

The police law, Section 6219, provides: 

‘Tt shall be the duty of the sheriff of the 
county or ecity in which any of the cities to 
peres this article may epply shail be lo- 

cated, whenever called on for that purpose 
by said boards, to act under their control 
‘for the preservation of the public peace 
|and quiet, and if ordered by tha«m to do sa,

tt at purpose.” * 
Those who c@eny the legality of the sher- 
iff’s position claim that, under , this pre- 
vision and the one previously quoted, the 
summons for a posse comitatus must come 
specifically for that duty and in the manner 
| prescribed by law. 
But the sheriff has not summoned a 
Shen. comitatus, they say. The printed 
form of the summons commands the person 
‘summoned to serve as a special emergency 


- deputy.

ADMIRAL KEMPFF'S CABLE. 


WOTIFIES THE NAVY DEPART- 
MENT OF HIS ACTION TO 
PROTECT LEGATION. 


The Chinese Minister at Washington 
Says the Boxer Movement Is a 
New One—Missourians Whose 
Lives Are in Danger. 


WASHINGTON, May 321.—The following 
cablegram has been received at the Navy 
Department 
@equadron commander, Admiral Kempff:

BOXERS SECRETLY PROTECTED. 


They Hate All Foreigners and Chris- 
tians Are Murdered. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—The situation in 
China hae not improved in the last 24 hours. 
Chinese Minister Wu is of the opinion that 
the strength of the Boxers has been great- 
ly exaggerated. He believes his govern 
ment is fully competent to suppress the 
lawless element. He gays there can be no 
danger of dismemberment of the empire. 


“This Boxer disturbance,”’ he said to-day, 
“is a new thing to me. I have heard noth- 
ing from my government on the subject and 
I cannot judge its proportions from news- 
paper dispatches. From not knowing China 
the writers of the dispatches may exag- 
gferate the movement. It seems to me to 
be a local disturbance which does not in- 
volve any broad international question.” 

“Do you think the development of Chinese 
trade—the open door policy—is likely to be 
affected by the disturbances?’ was asked. 

“No, no; I do not believe any broad ques- 
tion is involved,”’ 

“What does the term ‘Boxer’ in China 
éignify?"”’ was asked of the minister. He 
te “I presume the name comes from 
athletics; men who box are ath- 
letes. I see by the Chinese papers 
that the organization is culled ‘Ye. 
Ho Chaun,’ which gignifies righteousness, 
harinony and fists. This probably means 
what you would call being in training as 
athletcs do, to develop their strength in the 
interest of harmony and righteousness. It 
ig @ new order to me."

Brooks, Who was ttortured and finally 
Stabbed to death last December at Tsinan. 

The ‘‘Boxer’’ outrages have covered ,an 
area of several thousand square miles on 
both sides of the Hoangho. It is openly 
charged by many missionaries that the 
Chinese Government secretly abets. these 
men in their murder and pillage. 


The treachery of Yuhsien, governor of 
Shan Tung, is largely to blame for the re- 
peated outrages. e had orders from Pe- 
king to send his treops against them last 
Winter. He was compelled to put a force 
in the field, but thelr leaders misunderstoed 
the secret instructions and illied. 100 
‘‘Boxers."’ 

Immediately the’ gevernor degraded the 
victors and reported to Peking that his 
own men had been slaying innocent peas- 
ants. This made him very popular with the 
society and resulted in redoubling the mas- 
sacres and outrages. 

The present trouble grew out of China’s 
promise to Germany to “afford every fa- 
cility and protection’ in a projected rail- 
road. Immediately the ‘‘Boxers’’ arose and 
declared it should not be built, so now 
they are attacking white people and Chris- 
tians indiscriminately.

rom the street cars. Another urged him 
to disarm all the company’s employes. 
Still another demanded that he attend the 
sessions of the police board and at least 
make an effort .9 direct their work in the 
present crisis. 

The mayor, however, advised them to look 
at the matter calmly. He suggested the 
appointment of a eommittee of seven to 
consult with Mr. Whitaker. This was not 
at all to the liking of a large number of 
South St. louisans. But, nevertheless, they 
finally consented to adopt his suggestion. 

On this committee were named William 
H. Hughes, Frank Boehm, Charles Ost, 
Nat C. Eaton, M:. L. Weber, Rudolph 8. 
Vitt and B, Rohmann. The committee or- 
ganized by electing Mr. Hughes as chair- 
man and then decided to call on the police 
board before interviewing Mr. Whitaker.

Roberts Waited 24 Hours Before Tak- 
ing Possession, in Deference to 
Boer Request.

Johannesburg this morning the command- 
ant came to se@ Mme.

I 
as I am most anxious to 
avert the possibility of anything like, dis- 
turbance inside the town, and as bodies of 
the enemy are still holding the hills in the 
immediate neighborhood from which they 
will have to be eleared off beforehand. 

‘Rundle reports that he attacked a large 
party of Boers near Senekal on May 2. 
He said his casuatties were not he&vy. 

‘‘Brabrant reports that on May 2 two of 
his patrols, consisting of two officers and 
40 men, were cut off by the enemy and 
taken prisoners. 

‘The brunt of the fighting yesterday fel 
upon Ian Hamilton's column. I have sent 
him, as already mentioned, to work around 
to the west of Johannesburg in support of 
Krench’s cavalry, whitch was directed to go 
north near the road leading to Pretoria. I 
have not heard from French yet, but Ham- 
ilton, in a report which has just reached 
me, states that at about 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon he found his way blocked by the 
enemy strongly posted on some kopjes and 
ridges three miles south of the Rand. They 
had two heavy guns and several field guns 
and pom poms. Hamilton forthwith at- 
tacked. 

‘The right was led by the Gordons who, 
after capturing one extremity of the 
ridge, wheeled around and worked along it 
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until after dark, clearing it of the enemy, 
who fought most obstinately. The One 
Hundred and Fourth led on the other flank 
and would not be denied the chief share in 
the action. Most of the casualties fell to 
the Gordons, Whose gallant advance ex- 
cited the admiration of all. 

‘Hamilton is now at Florida, due west of 
Johannesburg and French is a few miles 
further to the northeast. The Gordons, the 
cavairy, the mounted, infantry ,and, the 
seventh division are holding the heights of 
the town. The eleventh division, with #»at- 
teries ‘“‘H’’ and “G’’ and te heavy artil- 
lery, are south of Johannesburg. 

“Hamilton speaks in high terms of praise 
of the manner in which Bruce Hamilton 
and Col. Spens of the Shropshire Light In- 
fantry handled their men, under Smith-Dor- 
riens’ direction.” 


Transvaal, Wednesday, 
May 20, 3:25 p. m.—Johannesburg is prac- 
tically in British possession. The mines 
are uninjured. Nine engines, a coal train 
and a great quantity of rolling stock were 
captured. 

The remnants of the Boers’ rear guard 
remained behind and fought in the streets 
of Germiston, but they were easily cleared 
by the Grenadiers. 

The troops have not yet occupied Johan- 


nesburg. Gen. French is now at Bilands- 
laagte. The guards hold Elandsfontein and 
Germiston. The state entry into Johannes- 
burg will take place to-morrow.

Promptly Friday Morning. 


SUPERVISOR ASKS ALL TO AID.

TASK OF ENUMERATION I A 


GIGANTIC ONE. . 


Some of the Queries the 427 Enumer- 
ators Will Ask—The Schedules 
They Will Carry and 
Their Authority. 


Promptly at 7 o’clock Friday morning 411 
men and 16 women will start out, in the city 
of St. Louis, to ask questions. For the 
two weeks to come, except on the two Sun- 
days that intervene, they will work 10 hours 
a day at this, and behind them wil! be the 
entire power of the United States Govern- 
ment. And when they have finished Uncle 
Sam will know just.how many gersons call 
this. city home. 

At the same time, in every city, town, 
hamlet and country district In the land, the 
same thing will be going om; so that not 
only will the population of St. Louis be 
counted, but all that of the country, from 
Portland, Me., ‘to Portland, Ore.; from 
Alaska to Florida, and even in Hawali, will 
be enumerated. On June 1, 1900, the decen- 
nial census of the United States will begin. 
The counting will last till June 15, Sundays 
excluded, and the questions asked wiil em- 
brace not only those pertaining to the num- 
ber of persons in the country, but will re- 
late to their birth, nationality, business, 
age. property, Jive stock and some dozens 
of other things. 

The record to be compiled from this in- 
formation will be invaluable, and. will re- 
quire some years’ work before they are in 
shape for the public, but the count will be 
made as fast as possible, and will be made 
public from Washington as soon as it is 
compiled. 

In St. Louis the supervisor will know 
just as soon as the enumeration is over, but 
be is sworn to secrecy, and the city will 
not know its own size till the Washington 


authorities choose to tell. 

For months the preparations for this gi- 
gantic task of counting the people have 
been in progress. For weeks a busy lot of 
men and women ‘have been laboring to get 
into shape for the work in this city. Out 
@ several thousands of applicants, the 427 
who will count this city were chosen, and 
Supervisor Higgins says he has as fit a 
group of «enumerators—as they are called— 
as he could wish. 

Every one of these city\enumerators has 
a district which he will cover, and in which 
his count is to be made. Every night he 
will send in the result of his labors. He 
must work 10 hours a day at the count, for 
which he is paid by the name. He will have 
considerable walking todo, and some thou- 
eands of questions to ask, some of which, 
perhaps, will seem decidedly personal, but 
every one of them is down in black and 
white on printed schedules, and he must put 
them to every person old enougn to talk. 
If one declines to ams'wer, he will find that 
he is in a predicament that will be anything 
but pleasant when the United States au- 
thorities take cognizance of it. 

Four schedules will an enumerator use in 
taking his lists. Of these, by far the most 
important to the general pubilc, ‘s the pop- 
ulation list. The others, relating tg mor- 
tality, manufactures and agrjfuiture, are 
technical, and are valuable «chiefly for sta- 
tistical purposes. But in the population 
schedule are comprised those facts that 
everyone wants to know. 

The first question asked by an enumera- 
tor, after he secures the street, house-num- 
ber and block of a thhouse, is the name of 
every rmson born before June 1, who re- 
sides there, with his relation to the rest 
of the inhabitants thereof. Color, sex, date 
of birth, age, single or married, number of 
children and the number living, follow. 
Then comes the or of birth, names of 
parents, citizenship, education and owner- 
ship of home. These are a total of 2 
which quertes apply to every person in the 
country. All must be answered truthfully 
and fully, and the answers must be written 
out in ink in the schedules. It will materi- 
ally expedite the census work if every one 
in the city will look up these matters and 
be prepared to reply without delay when 
asked. 

Along with these questions the enumera.- 
tor will list such facta about the buildings 
in his district, as may be of use. He will 
give size, height, stories, material, rooms, 
ete. After all this is compiled, every build- 
ing in St. Louis will be accurately described 
in detail. 

The enumeration of live stock, taken in 
connection with the census, will be the first 
ever attempted in cities. When finished, 
all the horses, cows, sheep, dogs (cats, hav- 
ing no legal value, are not live stock, so 
eee escapes), mules, goats, etc., will be

The mortality schedule will give the same 
information about all who have died be- 
tween June 1, 1899, and 1900, that the popu- 
lation list does about the living, as far 
@s identifying persons is concerned. Then

matters. 

The’ manufacturers’ schedule relates to 
facts about the poate seam and answers to 
its questions are compulsory. The cul- 
tural schedule relates penne veagges to farms. 

Every census enumerator will wear a 
badge. and that is the symbol of his au- 
thority. He must show it at every house, 
if requested, and it must be respected. 
can call for police protection, if required, 
and he can also order police assistance 
if the questions he puts are not answered 
truthfully. If he doubts the answers given 
him, he says so, and there is an investiga- 
tion, with serious consequences, hi 
doubts are confirmed. He must be cour- 
teous and explain his mission when he calls, 
but he need not wait if he be needlessly 
delayed; he simply reports that fact, and 
again the United States steps in to his aid. 

The census supervisor makes one request 
of the people of St. Louis and that is help 
him all you can. The task of counting a 


persons here must be seen and questioned, 
and it is a stupendous undertaking. If all 
will look over the list of questions to be 
asked and formulate their answers, so that 
there will be no delay caused by neces- 
sity of looking up the facts required, it 
will expedite matters greatly. 

Courtesy being demanded of the enu- 
merators, he asks that they be treated in 
the same way, and that every one combine 
to make the census taking of this city as 
thorough and exact as possible.

Her principal duty will be to secure the 
census of the patients of St. Vincent's Asy- 
lum, which is the largest institution of the 
kind in Missouri. 


FVIE VICTIMS OF SHOOTINGS 


Two Hit in Street Car Disturbances 
Are Badly Hurt; the Others Not 
So Seriously. 


Five persons were shot during street car 
troubles Wednesday. Thomas Kehoe and 
Thomas Riley, both union motormen, are 
seriously wounded. It is said Kehoe’s in- 
jury may be fatal. 

Kehoe was shot in the abdomen during a 
fight near the car sheds at Broadway and 
Osage street. He gays he was a block away 
and took no part in the disturbance. He 
was a member of the Third United States 
Cavalry during the Span!sh-Ameran war 
and e6aw active service in Cuba and Porto 
Rico. He is now in the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital, 

Riley received a bullet through the chest 
near the heart during a pistol battle be- 
tween several supposed passengers who left 
a Union line car at Twenty-fifth and Faear- 
rar streets, and a crowd that pursued them. 
Persons in the crowd and the passengers, 
it is said, opened fire simultaneously. Near- 
ly 100 shots were fired. 

Others wounded during the fracas wer? 
Frederick Potter, 30 years old of 1721 North 
Jefferson avenue, and John A. Davis of 120 
Lombard street. Potter was shot in the 
left hand and arm. He is a ehoe laeter. 

Davis said he and three companions had 
been employed by the transit company to 
ride on cars, and that the company’s agent 
gave him a revolver, but he did not use it. 
He was wounded in the head, and ig held 
a prisoner at the City Hosps:tal. 

Louis Brown, a steamboat mate, was ar- 
rested. He admitted being in the com- 
panys employ and said he fired several 
shots. 

Anton Chalupsky, who wae shot through 
both legs earlier in the day because he re- 
fused to move on at the behest of a po- 
liceman, is doing well at the City Hospital. 


EXPLOSION UNDER NIGHT CAR 


Front End of a Coach Lifted From the 
Rails on Washington Avenue 
Wednesday Night. 


While a transit company car was running 
out Washington avenue, bétween Twenty- 
eighth and Twenty-ninth streets, about 10:30 
o’clock Wednesday night, with a load cf 
imported men aboard, an explosion oc- 
curred.

 -potch of warring officials and boards.” + 
_ ‘This is pithily put and covers the whole question. Munici- 
pal je ures are in many instances representative, not 
of public, but of private interests. The consequences: of 


such a perversion of governmental functions is seen in St. 
Louis in dilapidated streets, squalid public buildings, a 
wretched public service in all branches and last, but not 
least, the stagnation of business caused by a quarrel between 
a well-watered #treet railway monopoly and its employes. 

The remedy is in the revival of the social conscience and 
the recognition by every individual \of his public character 
as a_citizen. This done, men will be placed in positions of 
trust who will not betray the welfare of the city at the 
behest of those whose only interest in public affairs is meas- 
ured by their covetousness.

INJUNCTION DISSOLVED 


Justice Andrews Finds Restraint on 
Striking Cigar Makers Is No 
Longer Tenable. 


NEW YORK, May 81.—Justice Andrews, 
in the Supreme Court, has dissolved the 
sweeping injunction against the Cigarmak- 
ers’ Union which prohibited the payment 
by members of the union of scrike benafits 
and practically made it unlawful to con- 
tribute to the suport of a sttiker’s family 
when the head of the house was out of 
work. 


This is the injunction which so aroused 
Samuel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of bor, that he came to the 
city and made an address to the striking 
cgarmakers, in which he edvised them to 
custegard the injunction of Justice Freed- 
man. President Gompers denounced the or- 
der as unamerican and itHegal, and for a 
few days it was believed the labor presi- 
dent would be punished for contempt. 

The injunction dissolved by Justice An- 
drews was to restrain temporarily the mem- 
bers of the Cigarmakers’ International 
Union, No. 14, from interfering with the 
business of the plaintiffs, 8. Levy & Co. Ir 
went further than any previous restraining 
order in prohibiting the payment of any 
strike benefits or of moneys to the strikers,

FOR THE NEW INSANE ASYLUM 


Board of Commissioners in Session 
Letting Contracts for the Build- 
ings at Farmington. 


The Board of Commissioners of Missourt, 
Insane Asylum No, 4, which is to be built 
in Farmington, !s In session at the Laclede 
Hotel, considering the granting of con- 
tracts for construction of the ‘buildings. 
The work of the “board will probably not be 
finished for several days. 

It has been decided to build the new asy- 


lum on the cottage plan. The first con- 
tracts wiil provide for the erection of five 
of these cottages and it is intended eventu- 
ally to add to the asylum buildings until 
1000 patients can be accommodated, 

The first five cottages will cost proba- 
bly all of the $160,000 included in the Initial 
appropriation tor the asylum by the Legis- 
lature. These cottages will occupy 90 acres 
of the tract of 226 acres given by Farming- 
ton for the institution, 

The “cottage asylum’ has met with ap- 
proval of all alienists and asylum mana- 
gers who nave inspected the two institu- 
tions of the kind in this country, at Mas- 
silion, O., and Toledo, O. It is claimed 
for the plan that it allows a classification 
of patients by Which the hopelessly insane
